The 108th Section of the Public School | rather light. 


Law of 1891, ia as follows: 

(1) ‘The Municipal Council of every town- 
shiy shall levy and collect by assessment up- 
on the taxable property of the public echool 
supporters of ¢ whole. township, in the 


Municipal and Assessment Acts, the sam of 
$100,at least, for every public school therein 
in which a public school has been kept 
open the whole year exclusive of vacations. 
Where the public school has been kept open 
for six months or over, a proportionate 
amount of the said sum of $100, at least, 
shall be levied and collected by sssessment 
npon the taxable property of the whole town. 
ship. An Additional mam of $50, at least, 
shall be levied and collected in a similar 
manner for every sesistant teacher engaged 
for the whole year and a proportionate amonnt 
if euch assistant teacher is engaged fer six 
months or over. 

(2) Im the case of union school sections, 
the municipal counci) of each meunicipalit 
of which the union section is compesed shall 
—— collect upon the taxable property 

{their respective municipalities said sum 
in the portion fixed by the equalization 
provided for by section 95 of this Act. 

(3) The municipal council of the township 
shall collect from the taxable property in 
each section such other sume as may be re- 
quired by the Trustees for school purposes.” 


It is of importance that Trastees when 
making their estimates of the sume which 
they are to require the Councila to levy on 
their respective sections should keep in mind 
these changes in the law, 


tional school grant, payable by the township 
Council. All the school grants which were 
paid before the new grant was established 
are still to be paid. 

The amount of thie new grant which will 
be payable yearly to a school section whore 
school was open during the whole of the 
previous year 1s $100, and $50 additional for 
each assistant teacher employed during the 
whole year. A section whose school was 
open for less than six months will be entitled 
to none of this grant. 


In the case of union e¢hool sections, each 
municipality out of which the section is 
formed will have to pay its quota of the 
hundred-dollar grant. The amount of this 
quota will depend upon the portion of the 
assessed value of the section (as equalized 
according to law) lying within the manici- 
pality, 

By the new arrangement, our Village 
schoo], which has four teachers, will be en- 
titled to $250, payable by the Village and 
the Townsbips of Madoc and Huntingdon in 
the proportions fixed by the equalization 

rovided for in Section 95 of the Public 

hoo) Act of 189%. 

During the last session of the Legislature 
a very important Act entitled, An Act re- 
specting “Troancy and Compulsory School 
attendance’ was passed, Section 7 of this 
Act enacte that a truant officer, or officers 
shall be appointed by each city, town, or 
vil Council for the enforcement of the 
siden of the law. In townships, the 

tees of each school section may appoint 
atroant officer The whole Act is not only 
important but interesting and should be 
rused carefully by all Behoo! ‘Trastees and 
unicipal officers. 

The wise enforcement of the provisions of 
this law will do much good in Madoc in 
which there has been considerable truancy 
and absenteeism on the part of children of 
the age (5 to 14) specified by this law.

A Home-Made Creamer. 


A correspondent of the Country Gentle- 
man, who some years ago decided to change 
from summer to winter dairying and: now 
does the bulk of his butter making in the 
wirter and spring, still finds it necessary to 
handle considerable milk and butter in the 
summer, and has been studying how to do 
itin the mostsatisfactory way. The results 
of his experiments are interesting. 

The most important thing to be observed 
in summer dairying, he says, is to cool the 
milk quickly and keep it at the temperature 
most favorable for raising all the cream in 
the shortest space of time. 

About ten years ago he began the deep 
setting system in a home made creamer 
holding four cans, which is stillinuse. The 
cans are eight inches in diameter and 20 
inches high. The tank is a box made of 
inch pine 8, four feet long; 14 inches 
wide and two feet deep, inside measurement, 
The tank is divided in the middle, making 
two equal compartments, each holding two 
cans easily, with sufficient water and ice to 
last twelve hours. The cans have covers 
and handles for lifting them out, and should 
have faucets in the bottom for drawing off 
the milk. 

The cost of this home made creamer was 
as follows: Lumber and carpenter work for 
making the tank or box, $2 ; lining the tank 
with zinc, $8; four cans, $4, making the 


j whole cost $14. lt is juat oa good as the 


Cooley creamer, which costs $25, and it 
cost more tham it, ought to have done. A 
bargain was not made with the tinner before- 
heat, and his charge of $8 was exorbitant. 
Five dollars would have been a good price, 
and probably it might have been done for 
less. It is much better to have the tank 
lined with zinc, notwithstanding its incr: as- 
ed cost. 

It is a hard matter to keep wooden tank, 
without lining. water tight, and it soon gets 
slimy and foul, needing to be scrubbed and 
scalded once a week to keep it sweet. This 
was once tried for a year or two without 
lining, but it was found too much trouble to 
keep it clean. When linod and supplied 
with sufficient ice to keep the water cold it 
need not be scalded fora long time, unless 
some m 1k gets spilled into it accidentally, 
in which case it will be = to change 
the water or it will soon get a disagreeable 
smell that might taint the milk.

The convicts 
were ranged inarow, and co-npelled to! 
kneel upon the ground. The hands of each | 
man were tied behind him, the cord passing 
around his neck ;the feet of some of the 
prisoners were tied, also. There were three 
executioners, two of whom simply assisted 
the chief in arranging the men, and handing 
the sword to him as occasion required. 


Lai Atsat, the pirate leader, was the first 
man executed. One of the assistant execu. 
tioners puiled his head forward by the pig- 
tail, while the other steadied the pirate 
from behind ; the chief swung his heavy 
sword aloft,and brought it dowa on the 
stretched neck of the pirate, decapitating 
the man at a single blow. 

It did not take long to complete the ex- 
ecution, a few minutes sufficing. y one 
of the prisoners needed a second visit from 
the executioner ; he had moved just as the 
sword fell, and received the blow on his 
shoulders. The executioner did not give 
him the coup de grace until he had attended 
to the other criminals. When he had ex. 
ecuted them, he returned to this ‘‘ bad job,” 
and put him ont of his misery.

. Daring my annual salmon fishing excur- 
tion last sammer to the rivers on the Labra- 
dor coast flowing into the Gulf of St Law- 
rence, says Alexander Dennistoun in the 
Field, a discovery was made by me which 
seems to be an important contribution to 
the natural history of salmon frequenting 
these waters. Notwithstanding my having 
madesome twenty fishing excursions to 
these magnificent rivers,landing on an aver- 
age not less than five clean fish for every 
day's fishing daring these years, 1 only last 
summer accidentally learned a very interest- 
ing fact, which 1 record for the information 
of all who are interested in the aubject. 

In the first week of last July we left the 
River Mingan, my fishing headquaters for 
the season, to examine and explore a small 
river named Tupitagan, and to test its fly- 
‘fishing capabilities. The Indians at the Hud- 
son Bay Company post of Mingan had in- 
formed me that this never was frequented 
by salmon. Onitwere a number of good 
looking pools. From its small size and 
rather out-of-the-way situation fly-fishing | 
there had never been tried, though all the 
larger and better known rivers of the coast 
had been successfally fished for many seasons, | 
The weather during the previous fortnight 


| having been dry and hot, we found the water

serted that such was undoubtedly tlhe.case ; 
that he had completely proved the correct- 
ness of this statement, judging not only by 
the color and general appearance of the fish, 
but by a far more efficient test. He stated 
that as soon as they entered fresh water they 


. began to loose their teeth, and when they 
‘had been some time in it, they had lost all 


of them. He said if he had fifty salmon 
handed to him in a dark room, vome from 
the river and some from the sea, he could 
easily separate them into two lots—those 
Without teeth from the river, and those 
with teeth from the sea, and that the color 
and general look of the fish when examined 
by daylight, would confirm his sclection. 
Having caught with the fly more than 2,- 
000 salmon on that coast ; having previously 
known or met most of the gentlemen who

killed. In 1856, eS made a complicat- 
ed calculation of all the expense of the 
Crimean war within ten days, while his 
prison companions had not teen able to 
manage it in a month, he gained a prize of 
fifty scudio from the commanding colonel.

The pile of manure thus made was put in 
@ place exposed to the weather and where 
the drainage was so good that all the water 
not absorbed by the manure ran through and 
off at once. It remained exposed from 
April 25 to September 2u, at which time it 
was carefully scraped up, weighed and a 
sample taken foranalysis. 

It was found that the 4,000 had shrank 
to 1,730 pounds during the six months, and 
analysis showed that this 1,730 was less 
valuable, pound for pound, than the orig- 
inal lotof manure. It had not only lost by 
leaching, but by heating or “ fire fanging” 
daring periods of dry weather, and the 
value of the pile of 4,000 pounds had shrunk 
from $5.60 to $2.12—a loss of sixty-two per 
cent, 

I summing up the results of this experi- 
ment, Director Roberts saya: “It seems 
safe to say tha: under the ordinary condi- 
tions of piling and exposure, the loss of 
fertilizing materials during the course of 
the summer is not likely to be much below 
fifty per cent of the original value of the 
manure, 

Further experiments showed that the 
liquid manure from a cow is worth as much 
per day asthe solid manure, and that the 
combined value of the two is nearly ten 
cents per day, if valued at the same rate as 
commercial fertilizers: (it from a horse 
at seven cents, that frown « sheep at one 
and one-half cent, and from a hog at 
one-half cent for liberatly fed, thrifty 
shoats of medium size.

: WOW NON-SWIMMERS MAY AVOID BEING 


DROWNED WHILE IN DEEP WATER. 


Many who cannot swim get into deep 
water and drown, says the Canadian 
Health Journal, when they should not. 
In want of “presence of mind” when 
one is suddenly thrown into the water 
is the — difficulty. Dr. MacCor- 
mac of Belfast, Ireland, writes that it 
je not at all mecessayy that a person 
kno wing nothing of the art of swimming 
ahould drowned if he depends 
y and entirely on the powers for 
-preservation with. which nature has 
endowed bim. “When one of the in- 
ferior animals takes to the water, falls, 
or is thrown in, it instantly begins to 
walk as it does when out of water. But 
‘when a man who cannot “swim” falls 
into the water he makes a few ~spasmo- 
dic struggles, throws up his arms, and 
drowns. The brute, on the other hand, 
treads water, remains on the surface, 
and is virtually unsubmergeable. In 
order then to escape drowning it is only 
necessary to do as the brute does, and 
that spies or walk the water. Be 
brate has no advantage in regard of its 
relative weight in tof the water 
over man, and ~ © man = 

_ while the brute lives. Nevertheless,any 
man, any woman, any child, who can 
walk on land, may also walk in the 
water just as readily as the animal does, 
and that without any prior instructions 
in drilling whatever.” There is much 
in this, and if people who cannot swim 
would endeavor to impress it on their 
minds when in the water they might 
be able to practice it in case of accident.

There isa tendency in many varieties of 
trees to form strong central growths at the 
expense of the side ches, more especial- 
ly while the plants are young.

strong shoots in winter only increases 


ed.to by pinching out the ends of every 
shoot before it gains sufficient headway to 
growth of the lower branches. 
Strong growths should be pruned in summer 
and weak ones in winter. In the manage- 
ment of hedges, where uniformity of growth 
is all important, this rule should constantly 
be kept in view. 

When the size of a tree is the onl object 
sought, summer pruning should not he prac- 
ticed. But it may be said that pruning of 
any kind isa negative operation, aud prob- 
ably it is within the limits of possibility 
that trees may be trained to any form and 
maintained in a fruitful condition without 
any instrumental praning whatever, unless 
toremedy dfseases and casualties. It is 
much easier, for instance, to rub off a bud in 
May than it is to cut out a branch in De- 
cember ; and ifa judicious system of disbud- 
ding and pinching was strictly followed 
there would be no occasion for winter prun- 
ing ; or, were it possible to place a tree in 
such a soil, and under such conditions that 
it would only make a moderate growth of 
well matured wood, little, if any, pruning 
would be required, But as all ce GLa con- 
ditions are difficult to realize in happy com- 
bination, we have to resort to pruning, and 
a knowledge of the principles involved will 
materially assist the operator.

Vhat we have said in the past about the 
heinousness of corners in the necessaries of 
life we repeathere. It matters not whether 
it is the original producers who form the 
trust or not, it is all wrong. It is our 


desire to see the farmer, above all others, 
prosperous, but we prefer to see such a 


thing brought about by natural means com. 
bined with industry and frugality. A 
wholesale corner like that proposed can and 
will have no permanent effect on prices. It 
may boost them for a time, but the collapse 
is bound to come and then there will bea 
right-down smash that will carry ruin in its 
wake to thousands. That is the story told 
of every wheatcornerengineered by specula- 
tors and it will be true of this one, engineer- 


ed by the Alliance, whose members are just 


as much speculators as old Hutchinson was 
at Chicago a few years ago when he promot- 
eda wheat ccrner. He seemed to make 
much but he is now almost penniless. Wheat 
speculators and growers have the world to 
contend against and they want a free 
market to compete in and must have it. 
Fortunately there is no talk of our farm- 
ers entering into this unholy Western alli- 
ance, and if they remain mum the result of 
the movement will be that they will profit 
by the temporary rise in prices that will be 
created and by the diversion of the oot a 
market from the United States to Canada. 
But they must be cautious to be in out of 
the rain when the storm comes, as come it 
surely will when the Alliance finds that 
England, the great consumer, will not, and 
does not need to ‘pay the cornerers’ prices. 


Free Schools in England. 

Half a century of progress in popular 
education in England has culminated in free 
publie schools. The development has been 
slow and English conservatism has resisted 
the demand to the last, but it could not pre- 
vent the working out of a natural process of 
evolution. Fifty years ago the ej. Sy ck 
in aid of elementary education was e by 
Parliament. From that beginning of $30,- 
000 a year there has been a steady increase 
until, under the elementary education act, 
passed by the House of Lords last Friday, 
and now a law, $10,000,000 annually will 
appropriated. For thirty years the develop- 
ment was comparatively slight and scatter- 
ed. Then came the great act, carried 
through in 1870, by the late Mr. Forster, 
which gave the government systematic 
control of public instruction. Unsectarian 
schools were provided and attendance was 


made compulsory on all children between 


five and thirteen years of age, and every 
parish was compelled to provide sufficient 
accommodations for its children. This was 
®& great gain over all former educational 
laws in England, but it still required a fee 
to be taken from every scholar, only allow- 
ing local school boards to remit it in special 
cases where extreme poverty would justif 

it. The law of 1870 has remained practical- 
ly intact for twenty years, and this new act 
changes it only by abolishing the fee system, 
except in a few special cases. The English 
school becomes free, and, as it was already 
in many cases unsectarian, it must now soon 
become entirely 20. The day ofthe church 
school is nearly over in England. Liberty 
of conscience, freedom of development, and 
modern p unite to decree its downfall, 
and the end is at best only a matter of a few 


‘}years. Under the new law Parliament 


makes a “* fee grant” of $2.50 annually for 
each child in attendance at the schools and 
the total thus required will hardly be under’ 
$10,000,000, and is likely to reach a much 
higher figure in a few years. The result is 
the completion of the system of free educa- 
tion inaugurated in Scotland two years ago 
80 far as the island of Great Britain is con. 
cerned.

Variety in Oustard. 

There are very few people ‘who know how 
great a'variety of desserts may be made from 
a simple combination of custard. The great 
secret in a baked, boiled or steamed custard 
is slow cooking. In orler to attain this it. is 
essential that the custard should be cooked 
in a dish Set in boiling water, which com- 
pletely obviates all danger of burning. The 
rule for enstard is ag RE simple and 
need not be varied for baked or boiled cus- 
tard. It requires one quart of fresh milk, the 
yelke of six , six tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
« saltspoon of salt and flavoring of any kind 
that may be desired. It is essential to suc- 
cess that all the ingredients be of the best 
and freshest quality, You can add the 
whites of the eggs to the custard, but as 
they do not enrich it and are of no special 
value init, it is more economical to use them 
as a meringue or in. loaf of angel-cake,.to 
be served with a custard. The _ 
making a custard is so simple that a child 
may accomplish it, yet it is common to see 
this dish put on our tables, wheyed and 
spoiled because of a failure to attend to the 
éasential minutiae in making it.

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A Train from One Tree. 


The Tulare people are going to exhibit one 
of the results of the Califordia climate in an 
altogether original way. There is a tree in 
that country which is a fair specimen of 
what the redwood can be if it grows enough. 
It stands in a gorge deep enough to be awiul, 
and its topmost boughs, where the cones are 
thickest, are on a level with the highest 
rocks on the sides of the ravine. It is not 
cut yet, so the measurements so far taken 
may be at fault a bit one way or the other, 
but they are near enough the truth to make 
safe betting. The tree is 390 feet high, 
ninety-six Sst from the butt to the first 
branch, and twenty-six feet through at the 
very base. A log of clean, smooth wood 
that will measure ninety feet in length and 
average twenty feet in diameter can easily 
be cut oat of it. That is what the cage 
people pro todo, and having the log 
shay wi lutilizeit to the benefit ofthe World's 
Fair and the glory of Tulare. The tree grows 
welluptoward the head-watersof the Keweah 
River, and the great log will have to be car- 
ried or moved in some way to the railroad 
at Visalia, a distance of nearly sixty miles. 
It is a stupendous undertaking, but the peo- 
ple of that country do not ae trifles. In 
all likelilood the trunk will be cut in sec- 
tions lengthwise, and then the sections will 
be put on trucks and taken over the log road. 
Ox teams will do the hauling, probably a 
score of span to the section. In many Eger 
@ road will have to be cut through and built 
up. Crooks and turns and precipitous slants 
will have to be avoided, and often when the 
road is uphill it will require the combined 
strength of all the oxen to haul one section 
of the tree up the steep. When finally the 
giant of the tulare woods is where it can be 
moved on railroad cars it will have cost 


~ 


hundreds and hundreds of dollars,-and six 
months will have passed from the time the 
men with axes started to fell it. Then the 
more important work will commence. The 
log will aya whole gM putting to- 
gether of the sections. rt woodsmen 
will cut it across in the middle, making two 
lengths, each forty-five feet long. Each of 
these lengths will then be hewn into the 
shape of ordinary railway passenger coaches. 
The rough bark of the tree will be the roof 
of the car, and on the sides and ends the 
natural wood will be left unpolished. The 
inside will be hollowed ont, windows and 
doors put in, and the interior finished after 
the fashion of Pullman cars. One wil! be a 
buffet and dining-car, with apartments for 
bath, barber shop, and kitchen. The other 
will be a sleeper with an observation-room. 
Platforms will be put at the ends and ordi- 
nary trucks underneath, and, to prevent the 
transformed tree from falling to pieces under 
any circumstances, heavy bands of iron will 
be put around the body of the car. Captain 
Thomas H. Thompson, the California 
World’s Fair Commissioner, is now consid- 
ering the plans, and his idea of what the 
redwood tree palace-car will look like is 

iven in the cut. The tree would have been 
eft with the bark all on but for the fact 
that the cars could not be more tLan the 
regulation size and get over bridges and 
through tunnels safely. They will be about 
eleven feet wide and ten feet high. It is 
intended that the men of Tulare shall take 
their wives and children and go to the Col- 
umbian Exposition with the tree. The cars 
will be kept on the fair grounds and the 
delegation will make them their home. The 
portions of the tree not used in making the 
coaches will be cut up and sold as memen- 
toes.

A QUEER BIRD, 


The Eccentric and Playfeal Habits of the 
@strich. 


The ostrich is not a bird that éan be easi- 
ly brought up in the way that it should go. 
It has no powers of discrimination. ‘* Ke- 
cause God hath deprived her of wisdom, 
neither had He imparted to her underatand- 
ing, as runs the description of the ostrich 
in the Book of Job. @ canaot discriminate 
between a wire fence and the open camp, 
Letween friends and foes, or between what 
is helpful and what is hurttul to ite diges- 
tion. It was owing to its want of under- 
standing in this last respect, and to an equal 
want of discrimination on the part of the 
British public, that it has been found im- 
possible to keep cstriches alive in the Zoolo- 
gical Gardens in London. A public accns- 
tomed to slip its pennies into automatic 
machines could not refrain fram the tempta- 
tion offered by the omnivorous throat of an 
ostrich, and filled them. up with poisonons 
coppers, as if they were so many missionary 
boxes. In ite African life, however, the 
chief danger that besets it is not, the reck- 
lessneas of its appetite, but its reckless dis- 
regard of itsown limbs. It will take fright 
at a shadow and hurl iteelf blindly into the 
nearest fence, from which it will be extri- 
cated with a broken leg; or fight savagely 
with a brother ostrich and break its leg ; or 
dance, waltzing with swift and graceful pre- 
cision, affording a most beautiful sight to 
the spectator and the greatest satisfaction 
to itself, until giddiness comes upon it and 
brings it to the ground—again with a broken 
leg. It is true that ita dangerously power- 
ful legs are also very brittle, but it must be 
confessed that it does not use them well. 

Of the danger that the owners sometimes 
run from those powerful limbs, the Great 
Divide tells some very amusing stories. A 
sturdy new-comer, some 6 feet in height, 
laughed at the warnings that were given 
him when he set out for a walk, and dis- 
dainfully refused the protection of a tacky 
—a thorny branch, the dexterons use of 
which ail keup the ostrich at bay—aver- 
ring that he “was not afraid of a dicky- 
bird !” He was missed and discovered some 
hours afterward by a search party, most 
uncomfortably .perched on the top of an 
iron-stone bowldec, and slowly grilling 
under the African sun, while the ‘‘ dicky- 
bird” did sentry up and down, watching 
him with an evileye. Another gentleman 
had a theory that any creature, however 
savage, could be subdued —‘' quelled,” as 
he said—by the human eye, One day he 
tried to quell one of his own ostriches, with 
the result that he was presently found in a 
very pitiable predicament, lying flat on the 
ground, while the subject of his experiment 
jumped up and down on him, occasionally 
varying the treatment by sitting upon him. 
Doubtless it was safer to lie down than to 
stand up, but to be sat upon as if one were 
an egg must have been indeed humiliating. 

Curious, too, is the account chat the 
author gives of the camps or little kingdoms 
that the ostriches mark out for themselves, 
with invisible but never-to-be-encroached- 
upon boundaries. Inside that camp it will 
bear no intrusion, but outside it, in the 
domein of ite neighbor, it is profoundly 
indifferent to the stranger’s wanderings. 
Nor is it safe for the farmer to presume 
upon his former acquaintance with any bird, 
for an ostrich has not wits enough to dis- 
tinguish an old friend from a new intruder, 
nor sufficient respect for his owner to ex- 
cept him from his suspicious hostilities, 
though it would appear that, as a rule, he 
will manifest a stionzer aversion to the 
Kaffir or Hottentot than to a white man.

Electriaity in Warfare. 


Somo interesting egy have been 
made in the estuary of the Mersey to test 
the efficacy of submarine mines as defenses 
of the approaches to the port of Liverpool. 
For some days the Mersey Volunteer Divi- 
sion R.E., Major Montgomery commanding, 
devoted themselves to laying down ‘‘ mines” 
in different 5 oy and the major, with a 
large party of officers and others interested, 

roceeded out in the war office steamer Lady 

eathfield to see how these mines could be 
electrically exploded and note the effects. 
One mine (an iron box containing 10) pounds 
of gun cotton) had been laid at adepth of 15 
feet of water off rocks known as the “‘ Red 
Noses,” and was rapier connected with 
Perch Rock Battery, as well as with a buoy 


200 yards out in the stream. The steamer 
struck against this buoy, an electric bell im- 
media rang the battery, and the mine 
was This seemed to be practically ia- 


stantancous, and the result was that a rudely 
constructed raft placed over the mine was 
hurled up in fragments to a pratt height, 
with a vast volume of water. It was easy to 
see what would have been the fate of « ship 
placed in the position of the raft, especi 
if the iron box had contained a full c of 
gun cotton. Lesser mines were laid with 
relatively — effecta.

Every word uttered by Alexander [IL 
will be subjected to anxious scrutiny, 
for of him alone, among the rulers of Christ. 
ian Europe, can it be said that, ostensibl 
at least, his will is law. It ia true, iadeod, 
that, like other sovereigns, the Czar would 
be incapable of standing a long war without 
theassistance of the money kings; but one 
can never be certain that an autocrat in an 
outgush of ion may not throw pradence 
to the winds. Itis now well known that 
Nicholas I, had scarcely given the order that 
precipitated the Crimean war, before he de- 
sleesd it, and was only withheld by a false 
sense of dignity from revoking it. 

It isnow about eighty yeare since the 
last attempt was © to bring about a 
coalition between France and Russia. Had 
Napoleon I. been honest and loyal in his 
treatment of the young Czar Alexander L, 
whose fancy he had captivated, and had an 
alliance been cemented by the former's 
marriage with a Russian grand duchess, it 
is probable in the judgment of most hiator- 
tans that a Napoleonic dynasty would at 
this day be reigning over cen and wes. 
tern Europe. All that was needed was for 
the French Emperor to carry out in act. 
verbal promise to niesce in Russia's oc: 
cupation of Constantinople. But as Talley- 
rand, who conducted the negotations, has 
told us in his memoirs, he was Ai ape 
directed by his imperia) master to av 
committing him in writing to the one 
concession which Alexander wished, or 
which offered any substantial return for the 
Czar’s abandonment of his former allies, 
Failing to obtain Constantinople, Russia 
grew restless under the restrictive commer- 
cial policy of the Frengh empire, and the 
abortive attempt to coerce her by invasion 
led to the downfall of the Napoleonic sys- 
tem. ~ 

The present situation is much more favor- 
able to the formation of an alliance profit- 
able to both parties. The co-operation of 
Russia is now more indispensable to France 
than it seemed to Napoleon I. after the 

eof Tilsit. On the other hand, the price 
emanded by the Czar looks less inordinate. 
For a longtime the impression has been deep- 
eving in Paris that English rather than 
French interests would be compromised by 
the transformation of Constantinople into a 
Russian capital. Before the Crimean war 
was over Napoleon III. was pretty well con- 
vinced that the e he had been playing 
— hardly bg vee —— It — _ 
willingness to be used again by En; or 
the purpose of pulling avd diem seve the 
fire that prompted the refusal of the French 
Government to take part in the enforcement 
of the joint ultimatum upon Arabi Pasha. 
It may be of moment to England, as the 
ruler of forty millions of Mohammedan sub- 
jects, to avert the transfer of Constantinople 
to the White Czar, but it is by no means 
clear that France would have anything to 
lose by a Russian advance to the ee 
At all events, if the French le desire to 
recover Alsace-Lorraine—and passion- 
ate yearning seems beyond dispute—the 
aly s of a Russian alliance immensely 
outweigh the drawbacks. 


The Weather aad the Parmer. 


An example that should be followed in 
Canada is about to be setin the United 
States. Up to the nt the work of the 
weather bureau at Washington, the same as 
ours here, has been utilized more for the 
benefit cf commerce than for the farmer, 
while it stands to reason that in at least three 
seasons of the year, spring, summer and fal}, 
the latter’s interests are involved with the 
state of the weather to a far greater extent 
than that of the merchant, new head of 
affairs at Washington has come to ize 
thatfact and he proposes to endeavor to make 
the service ofinterested benefit toagriculture. 
Predictions will be placed in the hands of 
the farmer at the earliest possible moment, 
and they will beso concise their nature as 
to be of the greatest possible value. A farmer 
is especially interested in rainfall, A general 
or vague prediction is not eularly usefur 
to him. Forecasts of fall are of little 
value to him unless they are ise as to 
time and space. He needs to know, also 
whether the rain is to be heavy or light, 
with or without wind; whether the rain is 
to be of short or long duration. From the 
agriculturists’ point of view it is a misfor- 
tune that the prediction of some of these 
features forms the most difficult feat which 
the forecaster has to perform. The climate 
of the various States is to receive special 
study. It is the average weather or climate 
that determines the agricultural capacity of 
any region. It is necessary, therefore, for a 
farmer to understand the climatic conditions 
under which he is laboring before he can 
hope for success. The question of drouths 
is to und a careful study, as well as 
that of cloudbarsts. All these matters should 
also engage the attention of our weather 
bureau. It would be a good plan to have 
daily and weekly bulletins posted outaide 
every post office in the land so that all who 
run may read,

Crow More Sheep. | 


When we consider the high prices 
paid for lambs compared with those of 
foamer yeare, it does seem somewhat 
strange that more of these are not grown. 
A emall flock might well be established 
on hundreds of farms which haye no 
sheep. At the beginning of the year 
Texas had moré than 5,000,000 sheep 
and Ohio more than 4,000,000. Ontario 
ie larger than either of these states, and 
yet we have only about 1,500,000 head, 
and it seems that the number is dimin- 
ishing from year to year. The Ameri- 
can quarantine is now cancelled and we 
consequently have two markets, and 
both of them good ones ; that is, the 
American and also the British market. 
The number of our sheep might easily 
be increased twofold, and then we 
would not be overstocked. It is true 
we cannot hope just now to get very 
good prices for our wool, but we can 
get good prices for our lambs —_ Nearly 
all parts of Ontario, and a goodly part 


_ of the Dominion, are well adapted to 


the growing of good lambs. We can 
easily row them to average six dollars 
apiees in the spring. In these days of 
sma!! norgins, much attention should 
of nece sity be given to the full devel- 
opnivnt of all the resources of the farm.

To the Editor of Tax Review 


Jee the Belleville Ontario takes strong 
groonds against dividing the county. While 
not inclined to attach much importance to 
the advoescy of that paper for or againat auch 
a movement, still itis well to guard—so far 
as possible—aguinst s sudden judgement by 
the people directly interested. It will not 
do for opponents—and we expect cpposition 
frota Belleville—to cry out, “tomfoolery,”’ 
“higher taxes,"" and that ‘Madoc Village 
will be benefitted,’’ etc. We have heard all 
these things before and they will be continued 
80 long as there is a hope by such ‘dust’ to 
blind the eyes of people's judgement. Now 
those who are taking an active interest in 
this matter don’t expect the division to be 
brought about unless they can show, beyond 
a doubt, that it is to the best interests of 
those who will form a part of the new county, 
They do not propose to ask for Belleyille's 
consent. for right or wrong they never would 
give it as a city,though 1 have no doubt there 
are fair men there who would not oppose if 
satisfied it was in the interests of the North, 
The true state of the case—facts that cannot 
be controverted—reasons that are) unanswer- 
able— are being gathered and when completed 
will be presented to the people and an intel- 
ligent judgement will be asked thereon. It 
will be the people affected as residents of the 
proposed New County that will have the say 
in the matter. What remedy has Belleville 
ever proposed to relieve residents of the 
county, residing from 80 to 120 miles north, 
from the long travel over rough roads, made 
imperative to reach the County Town? What 
inducements have the people of Belleville 
held out in the way of county improvements 
by which they have in the slightest degree a 
claim, of sympathy trom North Hastings ! 
Not « single thing, Itis well to talk—and 
many ol the Belleville people can do that 
and Joudly against avy mterference with what 
they fancy is their special preserveg—but 
talk is cheap and it is @ commodity they deal 
largely in. What claim have they to inter- 
fere except for the reason that they want to 
keep North Hastings tributary to the interests 
of Belleville, no matter at what cost to the 
burden bearer who drags the grist to their 
mill. No, Mr, Editor, we need expect but 
little if any sympathy fiom Belleville, and 
none fom your contemporary the Ontario. 
What it is necessary to do isto act in our own 
interests and for the interests of those who 
know and feel the need of some reinedy from 
the present state of things. If dividing the 
county will be in that direction then put be- 
fore the ratepayers the facts. If adding, as 
you suggest, parts of adjoining counties will 
be mutually beneficial, then get at the facte 
and let the people know all about it. You 
can safely trast the intelligence of the people 
of North Hastings in this matter. I have 
given the matter a little attention,and though 
not specially skilled in such matters, I have 
come to the conclusion that the change can 
be made advantugeously to at least seven- 
eighths of the residents of those who will be 
within the new boundaries and not increase 
the taxes onc cent, 1 don't expect the people 
to take this bold statement as facts but what 
I do ask them to do is to form no judgement 
or predjudice until the whole facts are before 
them and then to act as wise men and do 
what is in the best interests of the whole 
community.

in this work early in the spring—last 
of April or first of May. Dig ahole of 
ample size, place in it'the tree just o little 
lower than it originally stood, spread out 
all the fine rootlets, fill in pulverized earth 
until half of all is in, then pour in a pail of 
water and allow all to settle. This is to 
sk the earth around the fine rootlets. 
hen fill in the rest of the soil and trainple 
down hard (unless the soil is a heavy clay). 
If the roots have been curtailed at all, cut 
off from the branchery about the same 
quantity as the tree has lost in the roots ; 
otherwise the decimated rcotage will ex- 
haust itself in trying to supply sap and 
mineral matter to more foli than it is 
capable of doing. For the circulation of 
sap ina tree is precisely like that of the 
blood in an animal body ; each holds in 
solution and is the vehicle of solid 
nutrient particles, and the source of food 
sorry must be equal to the wants 
of the structure to be supplied or atrophy 
and stunted life will be the result. Roots 
ofatree when outof the ground should 
always be kept moist and away from thesun; 
they will keep beter ‘‘heeled in;” i. e. 
covered with fresh soil, than in any other 
way. A light mulch around the tree when 
planted will keep the soil moist if the weath- 
er promises to be dry. 
he abandoned land—what shall be done 
with it? Planta goodly part of it in trees ! 
It will pay, no matter whether you area 
young man or an old. Plant ten or twenty 
acres with young white or honey locust trees, 
close tombthst, and ten or twenty acres with 
sugar maples. No Northern tree grows 
more ra idly than the locust, and few are 
more valuable in the market for fence posts. 
As for the sugar maples, suppose it true that 
you may not personally live to utilize them 
for sugar making; you have atany rate a 
valuable property every year rowing more 
valuable.

Thinning Fruit. 


Ina recent issue of the Farm and Vineyard 
is the following unanswerable argument in 
favor of thinning fruit : 

lt is evident that in developing the seed 
of any class of fruit or vegetable the vitality 
of the tree and vine is taxed to its utmost, 
while the elements of the soil are heavily 
drawn upon to supply the potash and other 
salts appropriated by the pit or seed. It 
takes a greater amount of nutriiion to de- 
velop the seed than it does the pulp. The 
seed is nourished at the expense of all 
other portions of the tree. No matter how 
poor the soil, how slight the moisture, how 
much pulp is produced, the tree or vine 
will mature perfect seed in every fruit that 
sets, to the starvation of every other part of 
the tree. Many atree gives up its life to 
the maturing of seed. If more fruit sets on 
a tree than it can healthfully nourish the 
fruit will be small, stunted, and in propor- 
tion as they are densley thick will the size 
diminish. 

It is patent, therefore, if we take 100 of 
the young fruit from each tree bearing 200, 
before the fruit has made much growth, the 
remaining 100 will be worth more than 
double the amount the whole number of im- 
perfectly formed fruit would have brought in 
any market, Fully one-half the fruit formed 
on the average tree should be removed, and 
an equal number of bunches should be taken 
from the grape vines, if the best results are 
desired. The time lost in thinning is more 
than compensated for in the superior class 
of fruit obtained by the operation. Then, 
too, in thinning the fruit on the vine or tree 
the diseased or insect-blighted fruit can be 
removed and the-remaining fruit be protect- 
ed thereby, so that instead of getting wormy, 
scabby fruit at the harvest, there will be a 
well-formed and unblemished crop. The 
mistake made in allowing a tree or vine to 
overbear is the principal cause of disease, 
and the reason why the orcbard or vineyard 
is prone to bear only every other year to its 
full capacity. By properly thinning the 
fruit annually, a handsome crop will be pro- 
duced each year and the trees will be vigor- 
ous, thrifty, and well prepared to resist 
diseases which attack the weakly orchard 
or vineyard. Thin your fruit now.

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The Shipping of Cattle. 

The Hon. Charles Tupper’s Shipping of 
Live Stock Act had its first reading in the 
Ottawa House of Commons on Monday 
night. This is one of the most impprtant 

ieces of legislation brought before the 

ouse this session. The growth of the 
Canadian cattle trade with England has 
been something phenomenal, having increas- 
ed from 64 head in 1874 to 123,000 head in ' 
1890, This growth, however, gave an op.- | 
portunity to what is known as ‘tramp ” 
vessels not fitted for the trade getting | 
cargoes, and the loss on some of these v: ssels 
was so frightful that a bill was introduced 
in the Imperial Parliament to prohibit the 
importation of live cattle altogether. That 
bill has since been withdrawn, bat it had 
the effect of calling attention to the impera- 
tive necessity of Governmental control of 
the shipping of cattle. The bill contains a 
provision that the Governor in council may 
make all necessary regulations and may 
appoint inspectors to sce these regulations 
enforced. Most of the regulations are now 
in force in the regular line ships engaged in 
the trade. They provide that cattle shall 
not be carried on more than three decks, 
and not in the hatches or io any way that 
will interfere with the working of the ship. 
The space allowed for each head of fat 
cattle is 2 feet 8 inches and 8 feet in depth, 
and not more than four shall be carried ina 

en, Stockers are allowed 2 feet 6 inches 
be 8 feet, and not more than five shall be 
earried in each pen. Regulations as to fit- 
tings, the width of passageways, ventilation, 
light, food, drink, ete., are also provided. 
The cost of inspection is to be borne by a 
slight tax on each head of cattle shipped ; 
some 2or 3 cents per head will, it is thought, 
be sufficient.

Pantshment« in the French Army. 


The punishments in yogue in the French 
army are of a very severe nature, more es- 
pecially when it is considered that the men 
thus punished are not by any means crimin- 
als, but only scidiers who have not behaved 
80 well as they might. These are deported 
to Algiers under the name of ‘‘ Camisards,” 
where they are entrolled in the compagnies 

e discipline. Before embarking, the man 
haa his ts taken from him, which are re- 
placed by sabots, and on arriving at his 
destination he receives a uniform ot grey 
wool and a cap with a large brim. 

The men are farmed out to do work, and 
are all the time under the supervision of 
hon-commissioned officers, who treat their 
inferiors with the greatest brutality. 
however, the punishments to which the men 
are subjected for the most trifling offences 
which must excite indignation. 

Acommon punishment is to keep them 
night and day in a hole in the ground with 
perpendicular walls, so that escape is im- 

ible. Scorching heat by day and cold 

y night, with rations reduced to one quar- 
ter of their proper quantity, make the very 
common punishment of thegargoule very try- 
ing. The imprisoning of men in the tombeauz, 
or regulation tents, which are only fifty cen- 
timetres broad and sixty high, is no rarity ; 
and during their incarceration the prisoners 
receive no water, nor wine, nor coffee. A 
little meat and some Louillon is their whole 
nourishment during theday. 

But those who are punished with cells are 
worse off. They are never 
allowed, under any cireumstances, }o leave 
the hole they are kept in either by day or 
by night hey haye no duties or work ‘to 
pass the time, and only get some warm soup 
every second day, with a very limited quan- 
tity of water daily. This punishment is made 
still more severe by putting the man into 
irons on certain occasions. The delinquent 
has two iron rings round his ankles, which 
ore connected by aniron bar rather more 
than a foot in length, so that his legs form an: 
isosceles triangle withit. Heis forced to lie 
down on his face, and then his arms are 
chained on his back, whereupon he is put 
into his tombeau. He can only eat his soup 
like a dog, and if he wants to drink he must 
seize his bottle with his teeth, and should he 
let the bottle fall his ration of water is lost 
for that day. 


Any complaints are at once stopped by a 
gag. Only quite recently a punishment was 
in use called the crapaudine. The prisoner’s 
hands and feet were chained together, and 
in this posture he was strung up on to an 
iron bar. The camisard isalsoin use. The 
soldier is first putinto a strait-jacket, his 
hands are tied on his back, and round his 
neck aniron collar is fastened, which is 
attached toaniron barin the wall. The 
man has to stand in this position as long as 
eight days, unable to lie down, or to do 
anything for himself.

England has recently launched the cruiser 
Edgar, which is the largest vessel ever built 
at the Davenport dockyard. Her di - 
ment is 7,350 tons and she has 12,000 - 
power. Her steam which are to take 
place next month, will watched with 
great interest, 

The Melampus, the first-class protected 
cruiser recently built for land, has had 
a trial of her engines, but owing to the foul- 
ness of her bottom she was not ran for speed 
with forced draught. The vibration caused 
by her three-bladed screws was very severe, 
and these will be changed to scrows having 
four blades. In her foul condition she 
developed a speed over the measured mile 
of about eighteen knots, which will reach at 
least twenty knots when her bottom is clean- 
ed and the propellers are changed. 

The Dutch cruiser Sumatra has recently 
been added to the Netherlands fleet, and is 
now on an experimental trip. She carries a 
heavy battery, and with her speed of seven- 
teen knots she isa powerful vessel to 
encounter. 


One of the most powert uu) els over 
constructed is the new British battle ship 
Sanspareil. Her battery is excep 
heavy, consisting of two 110-ton guns, one 
10-inch and twelve 6-inch. She also has 
twenty-one machine guns and four tubes for 
firing torpedoes. It is with such veasela 
that England intends to retain her supre- 
macy upon the high seas and protect her 
vast interests afloat, 

One of the recent inventions which 
mises to have a useful fature is that of - 
mander D'Arcy-Irving, R. N., in the com- 
bination of a line-throwing gun and a buoy. 
An exhibition of its usefulness was recently 
given in Chelsea during the ef a 
naval Exhibition. The buoy is a a ag 
er’s skin, attached to a small cylinder of 
compressed gas. ‘The cyclinder is eee in 
an ordinary mooth-bore gun, No. 12 gauge, 
and firedfrom the shoulder. The t 
is tripped in firing, thus liberating the com- 
pressed gas into the skin upon striking the. 
water, and this constitutes the float. The 
small strong line attached is adequate to 
the task of hauling a person ashore. 

Among the most important recent inven- 
tions in the military line abroad is the sys- 
tem of ‘‘optic” firing devised by Captain de 
Freyssein. This*syatem of firing enables a 
gunner to point and fire his gun with mathe- 
matical precision without exposing himself 
and without having even seen the object 
to be fired at. 

The invention has been tried upon four of 
the vessels ef the French navy,and it is now 
being fitted to another vessel which ‘has been

A Good Poist. 

Apropos of the protection of seals in the 
Behring sea and the seizure of ships found © 
violating the provisions of the rea 
closeseason agreed on by Great Britainand the 
United States, the Montreal Witness makes 
an excellent point when itsays: ‘‘ We do 
not see by what right American cruisers can 
interfere with Canadian sealers. If the sea 
is not a mare clausum under the dominion 
ofthe United States, neither is it a mare 
clausum under the United States and Great 
Britain united, and the two countries put 
together have no more dominion therein 
than either of them separately, The com- 
t between the two countries cannot 
therefore establish laws for that ses.” It 
cannot be gainsaid that the United! States 
and Great Britain have more interest in the 
waters than any other nation or country, 
but interest does not make a right, and 
high sea is open to every inhabitant of the 
world alike. England asthe greatest mari- 
time power has the larger interest in the 
good regulation of traffic on the ocean, but 
she cannot make laws by which other people 
will be governed, not even if she acts in 
conjunction with the United States as in 
this case. If either government seeks to 
prosecute trespassers or violators of the 
close-season decree, the probabilities are 
that a nonsuit will be entered on the ground © 
of the invalidity of the decree,

The Grim Reaper, Death ! 


Takes away another of Madoc’s 
Prominent Citizens. 


On Sanday night, at about 10 o'clock there 


passed away to the “ inevitable end "' one of | 


i Macdoe's moot prominent citizens, in ‘the per- 


gon of William © e Overa year ago he was 


stricken with paralysis while sitting at break. 
fast table in a Poronto hotel, and although 
suffering from the effeets of the stroke ever 
since, he wasup to a few weeks ago mach im- 
proved, and apparently took his usnal enjoy- 


ment of life, For some weeks past, however, 
the symptoms were not so favotable,and while 
camping et the lake with bis family he was 


suddenly prostrated with another stroke on 
Satnoday morning last, and after being 
brought up to his residence in the village he 
gradually sank until the above hour on Sun- 
day, when the spirit of the once strong and 
robust man took its flight. 


Mr. Coe was born in Suffolk, England,and 
eame to this country about 33 years ago’ He 
first settled in Pickering, coming to Madoc 
about the time of the firet gold excitement. 
He engaged for a year or so in the cattle 
trade, but soon drifted into prospecting for 
mineral, and proved bie faith in North Hast- 
ings mining prospects by securing properties 
which years alterwards returned him a for- 
tune. He induced American capitalists to 
become interested in this section, and after 
the building o! railway to Belleville in 1878 
he opened the Hematite mine which he soon 
sold to one of those firms This was the 
beginning of a series of deals in mineral pro- 
perties which in a very short space of time 
made Mr. Coe worth, it was estimated, in the 
neighborhood of $250,000. He was also in- 
strumental in having the C. O. Ry built in- 
to our vorthern country, and to his enterprise 
and exertion was due a lage expenditure of 
money in North Hastings for some years. He 
established an extensive stock farm in this 
village, the good results of which are apparent 
in seores of farm-yards in the riding. 

Mr. Coe was not a public man in a political 
sense. He unsuceersfully opposed Hon. M, 
Bowell for the House of Commons in 1882, 
but afterwards devoted his whole time to his 
stock farm and private interests. He was of 
a genial, friendly disposition, and will be 
much missed in the extensive circle of his 
acqnaintance. Perhaps no man-in Central 
Ontario was more widely known ; he was a 
member of the Optario Mining Commission, 
and from his connection with thee interests 
he was sometimes referred to as the lron 
King of North Hastings. He was in the 58th 
year of his age, and leaves a widow and six 
children. ‘The funera] on Tuesday was large- 
ly attended, being buried under Maacnic 
auspices. He was an honorary member of 
Madoc Lodge No 48, A FLA M

A NEW METHOD OF TREATING ORE THAT

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VSEFUL PLANTS. 


Where They Come From and to What Use 
They are Pat, 


Among the most remarkable of the world’s 
useful plantsis the lace-bark tree of Jamaica, 
the inner bark of which is composed of many 
layers of fibers that interlace m all direc- 
tions. Caps, ruffles, and even complete suits 
of lace are made from it. It bears washing 
with common soap, and when bleached in 
the sun acquires a degree of whiteness equal 
to the best artificial lace, with which this 
surprising natural product compares quite 
favorably as to beauty. Another curiosit 
is known in the tropics as the sand-bar 
tree and also as the monkey’s dinner bell. 
Ithas a round, hard-shelled fruit about the 
size of an orange, which, when ripe and dry, 
bursts open with a sharp noise like the re- 
sk of a pistol. Its juice is poisonous. The 
South American trumpet tree might furnish 
a band with musical instruments, inasmuch 
as its hollow branches are utilized for horns 
and also for drums. 

From Travantore come a quaint plant 
called the ‘‘cerberus,” which has a 
milky, poisonous juice. The unripe 
fruit is used by the natives to destroy dogs, 
as its action causes their teeth to loosen and 
fall out. The leaves of the so-called Ameri- 
can aloe are made into razor straps and are 
also employed for cleaning mele a scouring 

wter. Quite a wonderful tree is the cala- 

h of the West Indies, which bears enor- 
mous fruits that resemble pumpkins and 
he to be nearly two feet in diameter. 

ith the pulp removed they serve various 
domestic purposes—for ¢ ing Water and 
even as kettles for cooking—having thegreat 
advantages of strength and lightness. 

Another queer plant belongs to thepea fam- 
ily and is calledthe ‘ moving. plant,” on 
account of the manner in which its leaves 
pers the bark, which is composed of a great 
many layers not thicker than writing pa- 
per, he snake tree of Guiana is sc call- 
ed because the seed is twisted in a 
manner to resemble a_ coiled serpent. 
For this reason the Indians employ the 
nuts as an antidote for snake poison. An- 
other curiosity is the papyrus of Asia, whj 
yielded the substance used as paper by the 
ancient Egyptians. For this purpose the 
wood of the reed stem was cutin thin slices, 
which were placed side by side, according to 
the size of the sheet required. After being 
whetted and beaten with a wooden instru- 
ment until smooth they were pressed and 
dried in the sun. A queer plant is a native 
of Madagascar. Formerly its seeds, which 
are very poisonous, were administered to 
persons accused of crime. If the individual 
was innocent the dose excited vomiting and 
his recovery was looked upon as a satisfac- 
tory vindication ; but, when retained in the 
stomach, it quickly proved fatal, and guilt 
was thus established. The vegetable ivory 
plant of South America is a well-known 
commercial article. Its seeds at first contain 
a clear, ont liquid, which changes by 
degrees until it becomes as hard as ivory, 
for which it is used as a substitute in many 
manufactures. , From eastern Asia comes a 
plant the flowers of which contain a 

uantity of juice that rapidly turns black or 
tien purple. It is used by Chinese ladies 
for dyeing their hair and eyebrows, and in 
Java for blacking shoes, Decidedly remark 
able is the camphor tree, from which cam- 

hor is prepared by boiling the chopped 
Sratches in water. It is mainly produced 
in the Island of Formosa. Inasmuch as it 
grows well in the southern states there is 
reason to believe that the preparationof cam- 
phor will some day become a profitable- 
industry in this country. The arnotta plant 
has seeds coated with a red, waxy pulp, 
which is dried and made into cakes. It is 
much employed by the South American 
Caribs for painting their bodies, paint being 
almost their only article of clothing. As a 
commercial article it is mainly utilized as a 
coloring for cheese, butter and inferior 
chocolates. From India comes the khus- 
khus grass, the fibrous roots of which yield 
a very peculiar and pleasing perfume. In 
India the leaves are manufactured into 
screens for doors and windows, which when 
wet diffuse a refreshing scent. 
turn around of their own accord or go by 
jerks, without being touched or in any way 
disturbed. Sometimes only one or two 
leaves on a plant will be affected ; at other 
times they will all perform jumps and 
gyrations simultaneously. It is observed 
that the movements are most energetic when 
the theremometer rarks about 80 degrees.

Whreabo, King of al! she Bassas, died 
recently at his head town in the interior of 
Grand Corah, a trading station of Liberia. 
The Bassas are a very numerous and intelli- 
gent people, inhabiting a large district on 
the west coast of Africa, and Whreabo was 
one of the most interesting characters on 
the coast. His father was Boyer, who repeat- 
edly waged war to eres the Americo- 
Liberians from settling at Grand Bassa. 
Boyer, however, fell a victim to the ven- 
peers of the Liberian laws, and died a 

loody death, but not before he had instilled 
hatred of the civilized blacks in the mind 
of his son and heir. 

After Bover’s death Whreabo attempted 
to take control of the government of his 
tribe, but he was prevented from doing so 
by his brother Taipu, who will be remember- 
ed by many old traders as ‘Tom Will.” 
For months the Bassa savages, in factions 
supporting, respectively, Whreabo and 
Taipu, engaged in a guerilla war. Neitner 
side gained any decided advantage. Taipu, 
however, had always been more or [ess 
friendly to the Americo-Liberians, 80 when 
the merchants of Monrovia demanded that 
the troubles which interrupted trade should 
end the Liberian Governme t exerted its 
pone for his benefit, with the result that 

Vhreabo was driven to an asylum in the 
bush, while Taipu took his father’s town, 
his wives, and all the Bassa country. 

Taipu was not long geet toenjoy the 
dignity which he had usurped. Troubles 
arose from cruelties inflicted on Liberia’s 
citizens by the Vie ple, a warlike tribe 
further north, and diverted the attention 
of the Liberian Government from the affairs 
of Bassa. Thie was Whreabo’s opportunity, 
and he took advantage of it. He endeavored 
to oust his brother from power and success 
followed hisarms. It was not many weeks 
before the dead body of Taipu, swathed in 
many) bandages, stood mummy-like in a 
corner in his chief widow's hut ‘awaiting 
burial ; and Whreabo began to rule over the 
country. 

The fact that Whreabo had secured power 
in Bassa land gave the Liberian merchants 
excellent reason for alarm. Almost all ex- 
rt articles, such as oil, skins, cam wood, 
ivory and rice are gathered in the Bassa dis. 
trict, and this field, controlled by a chief 
hostile to Liberia, meant that all commerce 
in this direction would be brought to disas- 
ter. Events soon made it plain that 
Whreabo intended to hold po peaceful rela- 
tions with his civilized brothers. He looted 
the factories of Liberian merchants, drove 
the traders from their stations, and issued 
an edict that no produce of any kind waa to 
be sold to Liberians by any of his people 
under pain of instant death. The “ al 
ver” ground in Whreabo’s town became a 
theatre wherein were performed many 
bloody acts.. Hundreds of the followers of 
the dead Taipu daily lost their heads, and 
for weeks the savage chieftain held high 
carnival with death, until, feeling secure, “A 
gathered his hordes around him and prepar- 
ed.to descend Grand Bassa for the purpose 
of driving the Liberian settlers into the sea. 

The vies in the north at this time, encour- 
aged by the intriguing English of Sierra 
Leone, were offering such stubborn resist- 
ance to the Liberian forces that the Liberian 
Goverment found it impossible to do any 
thing for the relief of its citizens in Bassa 
land, and it was decided to issue an order 
that Grand Bassa be abandoned ani all 
Liberian citizens leave the country. On the 
day when it had been determined to make 
this order public there arrived in the port of 
Monrovia, the Liberian capital, the bark 
Edwards. This vessel came from England 
and broughé a beautiful negress who called 
herself Jacinto Boyer. 

From Jacinto’s earliest day, stirring inci- 
dénts marked her life. While little more 
than an infant, she had been stolen from her 

rents, who were Mandingoes, and sold to 

rtuguese slave traders. The vesst] which

The Growth of Canada. 


The expansion of any country is necessar- 
ily’ hound ae in two factors nowadays— 
means of communication and population. 
It could easily be shown by statistics that 
immense progress has been made in all di- 
rections and in every province since confed- 
eration, but it is nothing to the advance 
which will be witnessed in the early future. 
It is only within the last few years that the 
vast resources of the Dominion have been 
placed ina position to enable them to be 

roperly developed. Manitoba and the 
Yorth- West can now be reached as quickly 
as, and cheaper than any other country in 
the world that is inviting immigration. 
Land can be obtained for nothing, and its 
fertility is unquestioned, while the climate 
is now ized as perfectly healthy and 
favourable to agricultu operations, 
There are also large areas in the older pro 
vinces waiting to be occupied ; and improv- 
ed farms can be obtained there by persons, 
with some means, who desire to retain the 
social amenities to which-they have been 
accustomed. The increasing population 
which these advantages is sure to attract, 
will require the manufactuers of Great 
Britain, and will send in return additional 


supplies of grain, farm and dairy pro. 
hee. cattle and fruit, of which the 
larger proportion is now imported 


from countries outside the Empire. In 
addition, the resources she essed 
in the two oceans which wash her shores, in 
her forests, in the mineral deposits both ot 
Eastern Canada and of the West, in the 
limitless riches of the Rocky Mountains 
north of the boundary line, remain to be 
exploited and made available to a greater 
extent thanat present for the use of mankind. 
All this affords promise of such wealth, 
strength and power, thatitis no wonder Cana- 
dians turn‘a deafear to the wilesof Uncle Sam, 
preferring to maintain their individuality, 
and to work out themselves the destiny 
which they believe to be before their country. 
It is this thorough belief in Canada, and in 
her resources and capabilities that has 
always stimulated and inspired the leading 
statesmen of the Dominion, and is responsible 
for the wonderful transformation which has 
been referred to. Sir John was able to say, 
with pardonable pride, at a weg given to 
him in London six years ago : ‘‘ I have sat at 
the cradle of that strong bantling, the con- 
federation of Dominion of Canada. The 
bantling, alway$ a hopeful one, is no longer 
a child ; it has grown up to manly youth, and 
it has such a promising vitality that if there 
were such a thing as a political insurance 
company, Iam quite sure it would insure 
the life of the Dominion. at a nominal pre- 
mium,”—J.G.Colmer, inthe Fortnightly Re- 
rie, 


Mortgaging and Renting. 


The census report shows that there are 
about 2,250,000 mortgaged farms and homes 
in the United States, and 12,500,000 of fam. 
ilies who own their own homes unincum- 
bered or live in rented houses. , Until the 
proportion of the latter class who live in 
rented houses is made known, the public 
will not be certain whether the compara- 
tively small number of mortgages is a sign 
of prosperity or not. The presumption of 
the well-to-do condition isin faver of the 
family which owns a mortgaged home over 
one that lives in a.rented home. The prin- 
cipal upon which mortgages are accepted re- 

uires the owner to retain something more 
than nominal ownership of the property 
mortgaged. The limit of a loan secured by 
mortgage is two-thirds of the market value 
of the property mortgaged. The person in 
whose name the property stands on the 
record retains the other third. But in case 
of families living in rented homes there may 
be no ownership of anything. Even the fur- 
niture may be rented. A mortgage rightly 
viewed is net an evidence of poverty. A 
man with savings ranging between $1(00 
and $2000 buys a home worth perhaps $4000 
pays down what he has and gives a note 
secured by mortgage for the balance. The 
interest on the mortgage is less than the 
rent would be if he rented the place, and 
the ‘‘unearned increment” falls to the 
owner. In districts where real property is 
rising in value this natural increase tn value 
is considerable. In Toronto hundreds and 
perhaps thousands of men with a few hun- 
dred dollars in bank have purchased homes 
worth three times the amount of their say- 
ings, and in time paid the mortgages given 
as security by the difference between jin- 
terest and the sum they would have to pay 
as rent if they had not made the purchase. 
No one would say that the man who 
continued to live in a rented house was in 
better condition financially than one with 
about the same yearly income who pur-
